' The McGIU Dally" was founded 
at. the end of a period of "depres- 
sion" in the forlun&t of McOill 
University. For n number of years 
Ihcixs had been .singularly Utile 
.success in the int«r - university 
competitions. ' Toronto .seemed lo 
have acquired a .sort of lien on the 
football lltie; the hockey Uophy 
looked like becoining part of the 
furniture of Queen's; and .so with 
other sport?, The undergraduate 
body as a whole was dispirited: 
reunion meetings had to be con- 
tent with accounts of departed 
glories, of giants of the early days 
of the century who were reputed 
to have made Ihc name of McGill 
feared and admired throughout 
the hemisphere and beyond. More- 
over, .sectionali.sm and Internal 
division were rife; awl then in 
1911 nnd 1912 there appeared the 
sph'it of renaissance; inaction dls-

"The McGlll Daily" aimed ni more 
than nourlsliing the collrdivc ron- 
scloiisncfifi of the undcripadu.ilr 
bod.v. H meant to be a day to day 
organ of the University as a whole, 
diNicminalinR Information of nil 
kinds and advocating Ihc policies 
approvc<l not only by the. Slii- 
dentA' Council but al«) by the 
Governing Body. 

Withodt the atmosphere of new 
enthusiasm and renal.s.sance, the 
riifficiillie.s of launching "Tlic Mc- 
Oill Dally" could not have been 
overcome. The staff concerned had 
to work all night and a good part 
of the day as well. Looking back, 
one wonders how any academic 
effort was possible. No doubt the 
real work of the staff of the paper 
was prejudiced; but the sacrifice 
was worth while. The Dally played 
it.s part in creating the real Mc- 
Glll of the twentieth century. 
Triumphing over all difficultie.s, it 
emerges, in its twenty - fifth year, 
as a permanent and indispensable 
pari of the life of the University. 

The moment of the appearance 
of the first copy of the first num- 
ber of 'Tire McGill Daily— which. 
Incidentally, was set iip by hand- 
will always remain as one of the 
greatest thrills of my life.

■fllGHLIGHTS in Ihe Daily of 1935-1936, tlie Twenty-Fifth Volume 

.since Ihe founding of liic Oldest College Daily in Canada, are the 
introduction of a column of World News, which caused considerable 
cohtroverjy on the campus and particularly among . ex-editors of tlio 
Dally (who held that liie purpose of a college paper was to disseminate 
college news onlyi. nnd the printing of iiolitical etiitorials, or in p?neral, 
editorials which dcviate<l frcm the .siirrouncliiips ol McGill to comment 
on world aHairs. A brief survey of Daily editorial nwllcy during the past 
year is given in analhcr colinnn of todavs Issue. 

Page one has been distlngulslied or marred, according to taste, by 
a much freer use of .sovcn-coliunn sweeps nnd tabloid tactics than pcr- 
h,-il)s ever boiorc in the history of the Dally. Unique layouts Knvc'been 
Ihc mode of the day, and mucli rivalry resulted from the desiic to 
make page one look like an architectural paltorn— but llic outcome wa.s 
generally lo the goal, giving a balance lo the page that was sometimes 
olhcrwiss lacking. News value may have sulfored. but the Edltor-ln- 
Chltf lia.s been the recipient of no more complaints than has been the 
e.s.sc of lonncr Bdltor.s, as far as poor news items arc concerned. 

A much easier .sy.slem of keeping track of the cuts luvîd bv the 
Dally wa.s invented early in the college year and a Rogues' Gallery put 
together that, classlflo<l and up-to-date, is a credit to ilic i)aiwr. 

"On page two, the standard of foaliirc articles has been raised by • 
Ihe addition of a high-grade column on Music, under the dlrsction of 
PiREcr Giird. As well as this, McParlfootln's low-dowm from Bioadway 
biiiughl woek-hy-weck a foroign corre.spoiulenl'.s work lo the naily, 
Mnriing a brcezj' commentary on life and cu.sloms on the Orrai While 
W:)y. While in Paris, Phil Vineberg conlribuled a Paii.s-chaiier cohuiiii 
lliat brightened up the Intollectuallsm of the .second ahect. On the 
other hand, "Stage," "A Rcvniiintinn of Poetry" and "Saga Shadows' 
were the "llleralurC' of the Dally. 

One of the severest blows lo Ihe laxy nxecutivc.s -whn in.slstcd upon 
phoning In about meetings Jiwl before, llie Daily'.s la.si copy wciv down, 
was .siriick Ihls year when a ruling wa.s made that no notices or other 
ina'.iiMl would ho àccepted over the phone (and if accepted— thnugli 
llie Jiillng leR Ihls out— was sent down piireJy out of Ihc kindpcw ol 
heart of the Night Rdltorl.

The story of the founding of the Daily 
■wiU be found elsewhere in this isstic and 
it should prove interesting to all McGill 
men for it was written by \\'. E. Glad- 
stone Murray, bettGT known to bis friends 
as 'Bill.' To the founder goes much of the 
credit for making tJio Daily wh.it ii is to- 
day. The ideals of the Daily, as l.iid down 
by him in 3911, have been the guiding 
principles of the .iournal throughout this, 
its first quarter century. We quote the 
• policy adopted by the Daily and laid down 
in its first editorial. 

"The Daily ha? resolved upon a def- 
inite and clear cut policy. Here h is in a 
nutshell. 

"^''e are here. 

"1. To act as an effective medium of 
correspondence between undei'graduates. 
faculty", governors and alumni. We in- 
tend to keep eveiy McGill man, old and 
young, well-informed on news of his Uni- 
versity. 

'•2. To BOOST all feasible schemes 
of L'niversiTv improvement, such as. 

A NEW GYMNASIUM. DORMI- 
TORIES. A CLOSED EINK. AND A NEW 
ARTS BUILDING. 

"3. To oppose fearles.sly and un- 
ceasingly anrthing that savours of sec- 
taonalism in McGill University. 

"4. To act as the official organ of 
all Univei-sity Annoimcements. 

"5. To keep McGill in conslair. touch 
with the great university world of Can- 
ada, the British Isles, and the United 
States." 

Let us find out hov.' closely these 
principles have ijeen followed. Consider- 
ing the first point, it has Ijeen the policy 
of The Daily to cover as wide a range of 
campus activities as the straff will per- 
mit. We have endeavoured to keep in 
■touch with graduate.'^. No! only do many 
graduates subscribe to the Daily, ijut a 
Graduates' Section is included in tlie regu- 
lar Daily from time to time and copies 
mailed to members of the ■ Montreal 
Branch. Many members of the faculty are 
subscribers and we feel that we iaave not 
only aimed high in getting as wide a cov- 
erage and distribution as po.ssible ijut have 
reached a mai'k fairly close to the original 
aim. 

The second point in the original list 
flf policies is intere.'^ting. Of the four 
schemes li.sted the only one actually ob- 
tained ifi New Ans Building. However, 
we have adequate proof that Dormitories 
for Men are about to be built and we hope 
•that on our fiftieth anniversary we will Ije 
able to report that they have been com- 
pleted and it is not too much to hop^ that 
on our cent<;Jiaiy tlie rest of the programme 
vlll have been finished. 

Considering the third point the Daily 
prides itself on the imjjartial attitude 
^naintained in it.s editorial column and in 
•Its news stories. In a journal sucli a.s ours 
it is at times difficult to keep a true j)ej*- 
,4Bpective of the news of the college, es- 
pecially when- so many of the j-epoi-ters and 
«ditors are drawn from the Arts Faculty. 
'The true remedy for any undue tendencies 
to boost the Arts Faculty rather than the 
other branches of the UJiiversity is for 
more men from other Faculties to assist 
,UB in our woj'k and represent tbeir in- 
terests on the staff. 

'J'he fourth jwint on the list has un- 
dergone a sligiit change since the ijiuugur- 
ation of the Daily. At first tlie Daily was 
the mouthpiece fo)' the Council and the 
opinions expressed were those of the Stu- 
. ,4ents' Council of McGLll; but that has been 
.done away with and at the prescjit time,

ihead of the Daily, the opinions expi'essed

At the present tiiiie the Daily is nrrnitg- 
ing to receive n utudi wider selection of 
Ib-itish sludont poiiodienls and thus widen 
the scope of its Kditoiinl Pago. This year 
the Daily hns ventured into new territory 
and publishes a digci^t of woi'ld new.'?. This 
news is obtnined fiDin Europcnn radio 
broadcasts and is received at' a Into hour 
ensuring Daily readers the latest i)o.<»Rihle 
news of the jvoi-ld. When Ihia iiolicy was 
adopted it was fell thai too few students 
i-cad tiie news of the world and it was 
hoped that by instituting this featui-e in 
the Daily the average stiuient would be- 
einne somewhat more coii.scious of (he 
current events in the world outside the 
Campus. 

Another innovation which has croi)t 
in lately has been the contribution of 
Feniuro Articles written by ex-Daily men 
in olher co\intrie.<. This year we carried 
a Cfl.Iumn contributed from iNow York and 
another f l'ouï Paris. It is hoped to extend 
thi."s type of feature in ftiture years. 

At this point the real purpo.so in look- 
ing back should be to find out how the 
Daily could he betteieil — then having 
looketl we should look ahead. By con- 
stantly looking ahead and nnticipating 
what the Student Body of iMcGill wants — 
and what it should hnve. Only by mak- 
ing provision for a happy combination of 
the two can the Daily hope to continue and 
be an ever increasing factor for good in 
the McGill Community. 

In recent years our finanoos hnvo suf- 
fered, in common with all publications, 
from lack of advertising. This ha.<» had 
serious effects upon the appearance of 
our paper. We have been forced to use 
the same pictures time aft<>r time and 
have been unable to pui-chase many now 
cut*. But i>eriods of hardship are good 
for newspaiMjrs, as they are good for other 
institutions— they make us retrench and 
v.\ doing so many nciKllei^s features of the 
organisation are ehminated, leaving a 
hcilthier foundation on which to build 
in future. 

We feel that wo ai"c on the threshold 
of a new era .it JIcGill. As a new .Monarch 
means the ajiproach of a now age so the 
advent of a now l-^rinciiia! means the stir- 
ring up of the various branches of the 
University. Already signs of life are evi- 
dent. It is a fad that new Dormitories are 
about to be built. The over present inmours 
of a now Gymnasium are becoming con- 
solidated and wc now feel that we will 
some day actually have .-i Gym. The times 
are somewhat better, and in due course 
our worries from restricted finances 
should become le.?s and less of a dominant 
factor. While in tliis mood of optimism it 
is only fair to note lliai with the recent in- 
crease of the Student Fee to twenty dollars 
the Students' Couiicil ,Avill take on a new 
leas ^a y ^iif e and it is hoped that when the 
Daiijp'Pcelebi'ates its fiftieth anniversaiy 
we may find tbe Student Activity at McGill 
second to none. 

But we must remember that liiuch of 
today's note of optimism ha.? only been 
made possible by the ground work done by 
our predecessors. Only tiirough their ef- 
forts, foresight and hard v.ork are we able 
today to celebrate our twenty-fifth anni- 
versaiy. The same spirit and the same 
type of per.son will be necessary if the 
Daily is to carjy on to a ripe old age. We 
are confident such men are at hand and 
that the Daily will continue true to its 
original aim.s.
